Meetings Are Private and Great Care Is Taken That News of 
Doings Does Not Reach the Press—Reports by Officers— 
A “Defense Fund” and the “Three Tour System” 
Are the Leading Important Topics.

N1aGARA Fats, N. Y., May 10, 1904.—The annual meet- 
ng of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers and 
the Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers is now being 
eld in this city at the auditorium of the Natural Food 
Company, and the paper and pulp men luxuriate in the 
lor of shredded wheat biscuit while they discuss meas- 
res for their advantage in the paper and pulp mills 

roughout the United States and Canada. 

There is a large attendance of delegates from every 
State that has paper and pulp interests, as well as from the 
Dominion, There is a reluctance on the part of the dele- 
gates to have their names published, and this action is 

lorsed by the brotherhood.

homas Mellor, the secretary, of Watertown, N. Y., 
| his report. This was quite interesting, so some of the 
gates say, but the major part of it was suppressed on 
grounds that its publication would betray some of the 
‘ts of the brotherhood. Mr. Mellor touched on the 
nse fund, on the union label, on the official paper sub- 
‘tion, on the employment bureau and in regard to his 
e in general. At present there are between 13,000 and 
100 members in the brotherhood, and the financial stand- 
is good, considering the expense that the brotherhood 
been to during the past year for strike funds. The 
ous strikes which the brotherhood was called on to

help tapped the treasury for between $15,000 and $20,000. 

Mr. Mellor’s report was most interesting from many 
points of view. He urged the establishment of a strong 
defense fund, and this through the local unions, who should 
pay into the brotherhood treasury a certain sum per cap 
ita to be decided upon later. He also urged that the sub 
scription to the Journal, the official paper, be paid by the 
local unions, which are to become responsible for a sub- 
scription for each member in good standing. He spoke 
about the employment bureau, which is a feature of the 
inside workings of the brotherhood which is not generally 
known. This bureau is to help to locate paper and pulp 
workers who for one reason or another are without em- 
ployment, either for reason of their prominence in brother- 
hood or local union work or for other reasons. 

J. T. Carey, of Palmers Falls, N. Y., the treasurer of the 
brotherhood, made his report, which covered the financial 
standing. None of this report will be made public now, 
although the board of auditors, consisting of W. McIn- 
tyre, of Deferiet, N. Y.; James Carr, of Neenah, Wis., and 
George Shane, of Natural Dam, N. Y., reported on it, and 
highly complimented the secretary and treasurer on the 
completeness of their reports. 

John _M. Stoughton, of Fort Edward, N. Y., first vice 
president, made a report covering the work laid out for 
him to do in the territory over which he has jurisdiction 
He told of the work of the local unions in his section and 
of the new unions formed. He enumerated the advance 
made in unionism in the various mills and the efforts made 
to check it. 

J. J. McCarthy, of Lee, Mass., second vice president; 
Frank Mace, of Neenah, Wis., third vice president, and 
George K. Walker, of Millinocket, Me., fourth vice presi- 
dent, made reports along the same lines. 

rhe president appointed committees to handle these re- 
ports and they were referred to them. Today all reported 
favorably on the same. Other committees were appointed 
to take charge of the various matters which will come 
before the meeting. The most important of these is the 
committee on resolutions, which has all the momentous 
questions to decide. 

Several changes in the constitution were discussed today 
and were finally adopted. The recommendations of the 
executive committee, which were of a very voluminous 
character, were read and referred to the committee. 

The “Defense Fund” and the “Three Tour System” will 
share equal honors in debate when these’ questions are in- 
troduced on the floor. Secondary to these are the Journal 
subscription, the union label and the employment bureau 
Underlying all is the dominant idea of the brotherhood— 
that of promoting unionism. The strengthening of the 
order by the establishing of local unions and the increasing 
of membership is what is preached first, last and all the 
time. In strength there is power, so President Mackay 
says, and in power you can secure your demands. 

The sentiment of the delegates is strongly in favor of 
a large defense fund. It would seem that the brotherhood 
scents a struggle ahead if it attempts to put into force its 
demand for the three tour system. Every delegate inter- 
viewed was in favor of the three tour system without any 
reduction in the wage side of the problem. They acknowl- 
edge that the mill owners will not accept this proposition 
and that it is only a question of time when the matter will 
reach a crisis and a struggle will be precipitated. 

The visiting delegates while here are to be entertained 
by the local unions. Tuesday evening the Lyceum Theatre 
was engaged for the visitors and all were excluded except 
the paper and pulp men. They had a glorious time and 
the show, which was vaudeville, was a top liner. There 
will be trolley rides and a smoker. The sessions will last 
all the week and a day or two will be devoted to discussions 
of the questions cited above. W. E. T. 


WESTERN WORK HOURS. 


Interest Centres in the Question of 
What They Will Be. 


Labor Men Say Continuance of Short Hours in the Fox 
River Valley Means Strike on the Wisconsin River, and a 
Change in the Former Means Strike on the Fox 
River—Manufacturers Say Nothing. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App.Leton, Wis., May 9, 1904.—Last week in this corre- 
spondence attention was called to the fact that much inter- 
est was felt in and out of the paper mills over the ques 
tion of whether or not there would be any changes in work 
ing hours, due to the termination on May 1 of the short 
hour contract under which the Kimberly & Clark Company 
men have been working. It is now May 9 and nothing 
has happened. It would not be fair to say, however, that 
there was no unrest over the matter, for, although neither 
side has made any move to change the complexion of the 
situation, each side seems to feel that the other has some 
thing up its sleeve which is liable to be produced at any 
moment. 

The labor leaders have told the newspapers what they 
propose to do in case any effort was made to force them 
back to the long hour system, but the manufacturers have 
said nothing. The labor men have said that long hours on 
the Fox River meant a strike, and that no change on the 
Fox River meant a strike on the Wisconsin River, where 
long hours are now the rule, 
kept quiet. 

Many of the Fox River manufacturers, including the 
Kimberly & Clark Company, are on record as favoring 
the short hours, provided that competitive mills are also 
running short hours. The past year was a trial period of 
the short hours on the Fox River, the understanding be 
ing that the unions must bring the rest of the mills in Wis 
consin and neighboring States to the same system, when 
it would of course be made permanent, otherwise it could 
not be considered permanent. The attitude of the manu 
facturers is that it is manifestly and grossly unfair to com 
pel one set of mills to be operated under the short hours 
while all the rest in the vicinity are operated long hours 
No effort apparently, they say, has been made by the labor 
organizations to bring about the short hours in competi 


But the manufacturers have 


tive mills, or in any event the efforts have been unsuccess 
ful, and the manufacturers therefore feel that their men 
ought voluntarily to go back to the long hours. It is of 
course too much to expect this, and the alternative that re 
mains is as to whether or not the manufacturers will at 
tempt to enforce the long hours. 

When questioned on this point the manufacturers refuse 
to say anything regarding their intentions, though they 
make it plain that they believe they are being unfairly 
treated by the men for the reasons stated above. There 
have been reports in circulation and published in local 
newspapers to the effect that the manufacturers had com 
to an understanding, that they were about to demand that 
their men return to the long hours, and in case of refusal 
or strike had agreed to shut down indefinitely, or Tintil the 
men were willing to come to terms. While these state 
ments are regarded in well informed circles as being rather 
wildly put, still it is realized that the mills are in a much 
stronger position than they have been heretofore. Their 
position is one that they can go before the public with, and 
they have their selling agencies so perfected that a shut 
down would not, as in the past, mean the loss of the

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REPORTS FROM PAPER POINTS. 


Holyoke Manufacturers Are Not Complaining—Book and News 
in Good Demand in Chicago—Philadelphia Market 
Firm— Miami Valley Business Improving. 


From reports received from the dealers in the New York 
market it would seem as if trade with them was rather 
quiet. But while they persist in saying that the demand 
is off, still it is noticeable that there is no very loud com- 
plaint being made by them this month. The absence of 
activity. such as characterized the demand for the past 
few years, no doubt makes business seem more quiet than 


it really is. The volume of trade is thought to be about 


up to the average for this time of year. Were it not for 
the quiet tone of general business the demand for paper 
would, no doubt, be much better than it is. The mill situ- 
ation, according to all reports, continues quite good. As 
there are no lower quotations being made, it is taken for 
granted that the mills still have a comfortable supply of 
orders ahead. Manilas, which are moving pretty well with 
the jobbers, are said to be a little quiet with the manu- 
facturers, especially the No. 1 wood manilas. The fact that 
a few of the manila mills are now running on news paper 
is supposed to indicate a weakness in the demand for the 
former. Another explanation of the change is that the 
scarcity and high price of news have made it an object for 
the manila manufacturers to run on news paper. No. 2 
manilas are reported scarce. The advance made last week 
on its No. 2’s by the International Paper Company has, 
however, evidently influenced manila manufacturers _ to 
make No. 2’s because of the better prices now obtainable. 
Fibre papers remain about the same as they have been. 
Side runs of news are scarce at 2.15 cents. News paper is 
unchanged, being in strong demand at from 2.40 to 2% 
cents. Book papers are still in good demand at the old 
prices. The large book manufacturing companies report 
that business with them is very good. In regard to writ- 
ings the same story is told by the manufacturers. 





Holyoke Manufacturers Not Complaining. 


Western Massachusetts Office

Business among the mills has continued approximately 
the same as for the past week. The manufacturers have 
not complained any, but for all that trade might be con- 
siderably better than it is at the present time. 

The mills are running al! of their machines, but the out- 
put of the mills could be considerably increased without 
material effort. 

The American Writing Paper Company states that all of 
its divisions are running full and the orders are averaging 
up very well. 

The Whiting Paper Company states that its business is 
very good, especially in its correspondence papers and its 
ledgers. The demand for ledger papers has been fairly 
good for the past month. 

The Byron Weston Company at Dalton has had a steady 
demand for ledger papers, and the L. L. Brown Company 
at Adams reports a fairly active trade. 

The Esleeck Paper Company at Turners Falls has had 
a satisfactory business in its thin typewriter papers, the 
demand for which has been steadily increasing since the 
mill was taken in hand by this company. 

The Millers Falls Paper Company reports trade as satis- 
factory. The enlargements in the mill are nearly com- 
pleted, and the company will be in a position very soon to 
turn out paper from the new addition. Ferry. 


Book and News in Good Demand in Chicago.

Boston Business Routine.

Boston, Mass., May 10, 1904. 
Conditions governing the local paper business just at 
present are not conducive to a very heavy volume of trade. 
Paper dealers are doing only a routine business in response 
to actual needs of printers and consumers, and the orders 
are somewhat limited as to quantity, nor are they very nu- 


merous. In comparison with business at this time last 
year trade is quiet, and as the summer sezson is very near 
a dull period is likely to be soon experienced by city paper 
dealers. Dealers heretofore somewhat optimistic are now 
less cheerful, and are inclined to share the views of those 


looking for a spell of dullness. It is claimed by some job- 
bers that inquiries from prospective buyers show a dis- 
position to withhold orders, with the hope of getting lower 
prices. And it is a question if the firm tone of the market 
can be maintained during the expected dull season. Man- 
ufacturers, so far as can be judged from reports, are not 
inclined to shade their prices, as they claim to be doing 
all they can just at present. Most of the mill productions 
for some weeks past has gone to fill back orders, and it 
is doubtful if many mills in that time have been able to 
accumulate much, if any, surplus stocks of paper to meet 
pressing demands of the future. The paper mills are 
therefore in very fair condition to withstand a temporary 
quiet period. And paper dealers are accustomed to occa- 
sional dull spells. So things are not as bad as they might 
be.

Philadelphia Market Firm. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


PHILADELPHIA, May 10, 1904.—Collections are without 
doubt the slowest element in the week’s trade, delivery of 
goods to jobbers by the mills next, and not far behind 
and third in order are sales, slow but still steady, and with 
quotations remaining firm, more through shortness of sup- 
ply or increase in the cost of raw material than through 
liberality of consumers in ordering. The shortness of sup- 
ply is experienced particularly in news, and its price is 
firmer than any other grade. The International News 
Company is reported to be declining orders daily. As in- 
dicative of the way in which values in this line are held, 
D. L. Ward & Co. this week declined an order for two car- 
loads of news which could have been handled at a profit 
rather than shade the ruling market price 5 cents per hun- 


dredweight. And this position is understood not to be sin- 


gular. Next to securing news is the uncertainty and very 
long delay in securing any special sizes or weights of book 
papers. All the mills are running full on regular stock 
sizes and will not change their machines. Tissues continue 
to be comparatively scarce and are firmly held, but there is 
more freedom in the supply of manilas. Though the mar- 
ket is very sluggish for this line, there is no general move- 
ment to shade prices, though instances of cutting are re- 
ported. For building papers the demand is growing daily, 
and now equals that of the corresponding period of last 
year. As a unit the jobbing trade complains of poor col- 
lections. E. R. G. 





Miami Valley Business Improving.

Dayton, Ohio, May 9, 1904.—Business generally seems 
to be improving somewhat. While the change was noted 
last week, it appears more marked this week, and con- 
siderable rejoicing followed in the ranks of tradesmen. 
For several weeks the dullness grew more acute, though 
paper manufacturers were the last to notice the encroach- 
ing tardiness in trade, and had little complaint to offer. 
A belated spring business with them did not mean as much 
of a loss, for the season, as it did with the ordinary run of 
business men, for they had been delayed so long during 
the winter months in getting out their orders that they 
found themselves busy, strange as it seems, in the face of 
dullness in other lines. 

A decided change in the report of the clearing house, 
a fair index to trade conditions, was also noticed this week. 
For a few brief weeks a loss was chronicled, but today 
an increase equal almost to 13 per cent. was recorded. 

The demand for all of the best grades of paper con- 
tinues strong, and the ruling prices are such as to invite 
keen competition, and yet afford a fair margin of profit. 
News, books and writings have the upper hand. Coated 
papers showed more activity than usual, and it is reported 
that prices are firm. A local publisher made the announce- 
ment of a 40 per cent. increase in advertising rates, opera- 
tive June 1, due mostly to the increase in the price of 
news paper and the needed consumption of a greater quan- 
tity in order to issue a metropolitan paper. M. V.

summer, and the death of A. G. Lindsay, the secretary and 
treasurer and largest stockholder, a few weeks ago, pré 
cipitated the trouble and made it difficult to secure further 
accommodation at the banks, which, with the machinery 
companies, are the principal creditors.

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BARBER ANSWERS CRITICS. 


the President of the United Box Board and Paper Company 
Issues a Statement—Will the Company 
Be Reorganized ? 


President Barber, of the United Box Board and Paper 
‘ompany, last week issued a statement in regard to the 
ffairs of that company. In it he says that the stock of the 
ompany cannet be put on a paying basis for a long time 
nless the bonded indebtedness of the company, amounting 
to $1,650,000, is refunded, and additional capital is pro- 
ded so that, in some way, the floating debt of the com- 
any, which now approximates within $400,000 of its quick 
ssets, may be cared for. With 75 per cent. of the normal 
trade Mr. Barber says that the company could work out 
of its debt quite comfortably; but, he adds, that the out- 
look is not favorable. Nevertheless, he states that with 
the $1,000,000 that was borrowed between October 1 of last 
year and February 1 of 1904, the company has been put 
on a comfortable financial basis for the remainder of the 
year. 

The important part of Mr. Barber’s statement, however, 
is the intimation it contains that the stockholders and 
bondholders of the company will “no doubt be asked in the 
near future to consider some plan looking toward the re- 
organization of the company and a refunding of its in- 
debtedness.” This possibility of a reorganization of the 
United has been for many months the subject of comment 
in the trade. That a reorganization will take place within 
the next three to six months is taken as a foregone con- 
clusion. 

Mr. Barber’s statement is as follows: 

“It is not my habit to make apologies for or explanations 
of the methods of business of myself or associates, but 
there has been such an unwarranted raid on the affairs of 
the United Box Board and Paper Company that I deem it 
only fair to the interested parties that the condition of the 
company be made known. 

“The first three months of the operation of the United 
30x Board and Paper Company of this year, in comparison 
with last, are much better than we expected, taking into 
consideration the very severe winter that we have had, the 
tloods and other mishaps, the diminished trade, and the 
extravagant organizations we had to contend with. There 
is not much expected out of this business in the first three 
months of the year, even under normal circumstances. 
he first three months of 1903 the United Box Board and 
Paper Company made a loss of $70,409.79, which loss, it 
s well to bear in mind, was absorbed and more than over- 
‘ome in the earnings of the more profitable months follow- 
ng. In the first three months of this year we made $54,- 
84.84, or a net gain in results over last year of $125,394.33. 

“The financial condition of the company when my asso- 
ates and I took charge of the business, on October 31, 
vas deplorable. Even so valuable an asset as the American 
Straw Board Company’s stock, which I value, and, I be- 
eve, conservatively, at $2,500,000, was pledged on overdue 
aper for $250,000. There were several hundred thousand 
lollars of past due notes and accounts, with no money to 
rovide for their payment. 

“We went into the market with such securities as we 
ad, and between October 31 and February 1 borrowed 
‘1,000,000 of money, cleaned up the past due paper, and 
ave the company now on a comfortable financial basis for 
ie balance of the year. We had also to provide for $350,- 
00 of bonds that came due on January 1, 1904. 

“The bonded indebtedness of the company at the present 
me is $1,650,000, maturing at the rate of $350,000 per 
nnum, with a floatine indebtedness approximating within 
00,000 of its quick assets. 

“In a normal condition of trade the company could work 
ut of its debt quite comfortably, but the conditions of 
ade do not look favorable. If we have 75 per cent. of 

normal trade for this year we shall feel satisfied. We, 

\erefore, cannot expect to be able to put the stock on a 

vidend paying basis for a long time to come unless our 
mded indebtedness is refunded and -additional capital 
rovided in some way to retire our floating debt, and the 
tockholders and bondholders will no doubt be asked in 
le near future to consider some plan looking toward the 

organization of the company and a refunding of its in- 
btedness. 

“The company owns, directly and indirectly, forty-five, 
raw board, box board and paper mills, which could not 
‘ replaced today, in my opinion, for less than $9,000,000. 
he consumption of boards in a normal condition of the 
‘untry runs ‘about 2,000 tons per day, varying in price 
om $30 to $60 per ton. The industry, therefore, is a 
ery important one, and there is no doubt in my mind but 
iat if the company were placed in a secure position in 
espect to its floating and bonded indebtedness a fair divi- 
end could be declared and maintained on the capital in- 
ested, 

“I make these explanations because of the adverse state- 
vents made of the company’s management and its financial 


condition, which have seriously affected some of the 
stockholders and have évidently been circulated in an ef- 
fort to weaken the company’s credit.” 





The Paper Products Company. 

The report that an assessment will probably soon be 
levied upon the stock of the Paper Products Company, the 
selling agency for the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, is based on the fact that only a small amount has 
been paid in on the stock of the Paper Products Company 
—something between 10 and 20 per cent. It is required 
that 50 per cent. of the par value be paid in within a year 
after the company’s organization, and the full amount paid 
within two years. The capital of the company is only 
$200,000. The portion of it already paid in is understood 
to be insufficient to carry on the business of the company. 
A further call upon the stock is, therefore, naturally to be 
expected. 


J. Campbell Smith in Bankruptcy. 


J. Campbell Smith, recently of the firm of Augustine J. 
Smith & Co., paper dealers, with offices in the Vanderbilt 
Building, 132 Nassau street, New York, on Friday of last 
week filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy. His liabili- 
ties are given as $48,316.12, unsecured. His assets are 
stated as 3,150 shares of the Chelsea Paper Manufacturing 
Company, of no value; one-quarter interest in two lots at 
Hastings, N. Y., location and value unknown; a possible 
reversionary interest in the estate of Richard A. Smith, 
dependent on petitioner’s survivorship, and a possible re- 
mainder in one-quarter of residuary estate of John Camp- 
bell, dependent on petitioner’s survivorship. 

Mr. Smith’s liabilities are principally for jewelry, silver- 
ware, furs, dry goods, clothing, harness, &c. His wife is 
his largest creditor, $25,000 for money loaned being due her. 
Mr. Smith resides at 29 West Sixty-ninth street, New 
York, and has a summer home at Bay Shore, L. I. Until 
about two months ago Mr, Smith was a member of the 
firm of Augustine J. Smith & Co., of 132 Nassau street, 
New York. Previous to the formation of that copartner- 
ship he was a partner in the firm of E. S. Ryder & Co., 
which in 1897 succeeded to the business of Mr. Smith’s 
grand uncle, Augustine Smith. Before becoming a partner 
in the firm of E. S. Ryder & Co., Mr. Smith had been a 
salesman in the paper house of which his grand uncle was 
the head. When the latter died in 1897, leaving a large 
fortune, it is said that he left over a million dollars to each 
of his two nephews. 


Floriston Paper Mill Disabled. 


Truckee, Cal., May 4, 1904.—Work is progressing as fa- 
vorably as conditions will permit in the repairing of the 
damages wrought by the recent accident at the big plant of 
the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company. As soon as the 
castings and other materials can be sent from San Fran- 
cisco the repair work will go ahead more rapidly. 

The accident was apparently caused by wood or rocks 
getting into the pipes which convey water to the turbine 
wheels. How this could happen is not explainable, but 
some obstruction went through the pipes to the wheels and 
completely wrecked them at 3 o'clock last Thursday morn- 
ing. 

The tie-up is complete, as there is no power to operate 
any of the machinery of the plant. About 200 men are 
enjoying an enforced idleness while repairs are being made. 

The town of Floriston is in darkness on account of the 
electric plant being out of commission. 

Some estimate that it will require two weeks to make 
the repairs, but it all depends upon the length of time re- 
quired to fill orders sent to foundries in San Francisco. 

The company has a rush of orders for the home and 
foreign trade, and was running up to full capacity when the 
accident occurred. 


Dayton a Sub-Port of Entry.

Dayton, Ohio, May 9, 1904.—Dayton will gain by the 
establishment of a sub-port of entry in this city, authorized 
by Congress. For some time the Congressman from this 
district, aided by Senator Foraker, has made an effort to 
have established in this city a port of entry, and the meas- 
ure was finally adopted. Oscar Robbins has just been ap- 
pointed collector of customs at this port and will select his 
corps of assistants at an early date, when the port will 
be in full operation. It is estimated that the collection of 
customs here the first year will exceed $100,000 and that 
the business will increase wonderfully. Heretofore local 
importers were put to a heavy expense, as all of their prod- 
ucts had to pass through one of the several ports in upper 
or lower Ohio and delays frequently proved most vexa- 
tious, attended by severe losses. Local shipments will now 
be facilitated and imports and exports will be better 
handled. The machinery firms send large shipments abroad 
every year, while the imports are beginning to be of more 
than passing importance. M. V.

Damage Verdict of $5,000 Against St. Regis.

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TO MAKE PEAT BOARDS. 


The American Box Board and Paper Company Will Be In- 
corporated—Has an Option on Property of the American 
Peat Fuel Company at Capac, Mich. 

A new project to utilize peat as a raw material for mak- 
ing box boards 1s now well under way. A meeting to per- 
fect the organization of the proposed new company to be 
organized for that purpose was held in New York on 
Tuesday of this week. Albert V. Jennings, of 63 Wall 
street, represented his brother, the promoter of the enter- 
prise, who is ill, at the meeting. When organized the new 
company will be named the American Box Board and Pa- 
per Company and will be capitalized for $1,000,000, common 
stock only, under the laws of the State of Maine. 

The company is to manufacture paper boards under 
United States patent No. 690,363, which covers a process 
for making box boards out of peat. 

The organizers of the new company have secured an op- 
tion on the plant and property of the American Peat Fuel 
Company, located at Capac, Mich. The bog of the latter 
company will furnish the raw material for the board mill 
projected by the promoters. The area of the bog which it 
is proposed to take over includes 440 acres owned by the 
American Peat Fuel Company, and 860 additional acres 
which have been contracted for at the same place. 

The new company will operate under the American pat- 
ents issued to Christian Esser and Adolf Pollak, of Ad- 
mont, near Vienna, Austria, where a mill for making paper 
boards out of peat has been in successful operation for the 
past year and a half. The company which purchased 
the English rights has erected a plant in Ireland and has 
recently started operations. Large mills are also said to 
be in process of erection in both Russia and Germany. 
The Canadian rights under the patent were sold to a com- 
pany which is said to have made satisfactory tests in De- 
cember of last year at Beaverton, Ont., Canada. At the 
latter place a demonstration of the utility of the patent 
and the commercial value of the product was recently 
given. 

In the prospectus issued by the American Box Board 
and Paper Company it is stated that the cost of making 
boards out of peat is about one-half that of making straw 
board. The cost price of manufacturing the cheapest grade 
of finished straw board, the prospectus says, is $22, as 
against $12.50 for making peat board. The difference in 


cost is therefore $9.50 in favor of the peat board. In re- 
gard to the selling prices, it is stated that a cheap grade 
of straw board sells for $34, and that the price obtainable 
for peat board will be at least $34. The net profit per ton on 
peat board is therefore given as $21.50. In outlining the ad- 
vantages of peat board over the straw board the prospectus 
states that peat board will not be affected by water. as peat in 
its natural state is composed of a large percentage of water. 
Among the other advantages, it is claimed in the pro- 
spectus that “peat is odorless, has an exceptional fibre, al- 
lowing the board to bend without breaking, is practically 
electrically proof, and can be made very pliable or made 
at any stiffness desired.” Contrasted with these factors 
in its favor the following alleged disadvantages of straw 
board are cited: “Straw board on being dampened col- 
lapses and becomes musty, is not proof against electricity, 
is easily breakable and has practically no fibre.” 

In regard to the output of the company’s plant, it is 
stated that the annual production will be about 30,000 tons. 
The net profit on this output, on a basis of $21.50 per ton, 
is given as $645,000, or over 60 per cent. net profit on the 
total capitalization of the company. At the Austrian plant, 
located near Vienna, the cost has been less than $10 per 
ton, so it is stated, and the total output of the factory has 
been contracted for for five years at $27.50 per ton. In 
this plant it is claimed that the company has made in fif- 
teen months sufficient profit to pay for its entire plant, in- 
cluding the original experimenting and demonstrations, 
which amounted to $150,000. 

Regarding the process of making boards from peat, the 
prospectus gives a translation from an Austrian Govern- 
ment report. In this report the process is described as 
follows: “The wet peat, cut into irregular pieces, is trans- 
ported direct from the bogs into tke mill, and is there 
thrown into a large vat, filled with water, in which a churn- 
ing apparatus is kept in motion. The peat fibre, after 
being thoroughly divided in the water, is then carried in a 
stream of water over sieves which are kept in motion. 
On the sieves the peat only remains, the water removing 
the earth, mud and silt. In the washed peat the peat moss 
exceeds the wool grass. Then the peat is put into stamp- 
ing mills, consisting of sand faced tables, on which wood 
lined stamps are working, the object of these being to 
transform the peat into a homogeneous mash of knots 
without changing the structure. From the stamping mills 
the peat goes into a cylinder, in which it is well mixed, 
and simultaneously mixed with § to 15 per cent., according 
to the quality of the board desired, of common, ordinary 


refuse cellulose. After that, the thin, flowing mash is 
brought into dividing gutters, which carry it to the paper 
machines. These are the same as used for the manufac- 
ture of wood pulp boards. The boards are then freed from 
the cylinders of the machine, whereupon they are sub 
jected in quantities to hydraulic pressure, and their per- 
centage of water is thereby reduced to about 50 per cent. 
The boards are then hung up in covered but open sided 
drying sheds, where they dry in three or four days, accord- 
ing to the state of the weather. The boards pass through 
calenders for smoothing, and after being cut are ready for 
shipment.” 

At the plant of the mills at Capac, Mich., it is proposed 
to use all kinds of labor saving devices for digging, con 
veying and converting the peat into boards. 





Not to Make Peat Fuel. 

Ann Arpor, Mich., May 9, 1904.—The manufacture of 
peat bricks for fuel purposes at Capac, Mich., will be 
abandoned. There are several Ann Arbor people interested 
in the concern, among them Prof. M. E. Cooley, Prof. Her- 
bert Sadler, Prof. John R. Allen, H. C. Anderson and the 
Schumacher Hardware Company. On Thursday a meeting 
of the directors, of which Bert Schumacher is one, was 
held at Capac, and it was decided that the peat is too 
fibrous to be valuable for fuel. Altogether about $110,000 
has been invested in the plant there. This includes a 
$30,000 building and $48,000 worth of machinery. 

However, the enterprise will not be a complete loss. 
Mr. Bryant, of the Kalamazoo Paper Mills, was present at 
the meeting, and said that the bog stuff had been tested 
and makes excellent material for heavy cardboard and for 
building paper. A carload of peat was shipped to Toronto 
some time ago, and now an English syndicate of heavy 
grade paper makers wants an option on the plant and bogs. 
A meeting of the stockholders will be called and they will 
be asked to give the syndicate a price on the property. 


Government Contracts for Toilet Paper.

Wasurncton, D. C., May 9, 1904.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury has awarded to Swayze, Bailey & Co., of this 
city, the contract for furnishing United States buildings 
under control of the Treasury Department, east of the 
Rocky Mountains, with toilet paper during the next fiscal 
year, at 6% cents per roll. This contract had been held 
by the late John C. Parker for the past’ seven years, and 
his successors now secure it. A. F. T.

AMERICAN MILL SUPERINTENDENTS 


Samuel W. Simpson, General Superintendent of the Bardeen 
Paper Company, Otsego, Mich.—A Native of Scotland, 
But Learned His Business in America. 
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Samuel W. Simpson, superintendent of the three mills 
of the Bardeen Paper Company, Otsego, Mich‘, is a na- 
tive of Bonnie Scotland, and comes of a family of paper 
makers. His father, Alexander Simpson, followed his 
trade for fifty-two years, and only recently retired from 
active business life and now resides in Otsego. 

Mr. Simpson was born in the city of Glasgow, Septem-

ber 17, 1859, and received his education at various points 
in England, where his father was working at his trade. 
When Samuel was still a youth his parents immigrated 
to America, he coming with them. In 1876 he began his 
i) work in the paper industry by entering the employ of the 


/ SamueL W. SrMmpson. 
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Canada Paper Company, working on the cutters in the 
Windsor Mills, located at Windsor Mills, Que. He was 
advanced to a position in the machine room, and then 
transferred to a mill operated by the same company at 
Sherbrooke, Canada. 

In 1880 he moved to Skaneateles Falls, N. Y., where 
he accepted a position as machine tender in the Dray- 
cotte Mills operated by F. G. Weeks. He remained there 
a short time, going then to Holyoke, Mass., where he was 
employed by the Parsons Paper Company for six months. 
He left Holyoke in 1881 and went West to grow up with 
the paper trade in that section. He was immediately em- 
ployed as machine tender by the Eau Claire Pulp and 
Paper Company, Eau Claire, Wis. While in the employ of 
this concern he voluntarily resigned his position in the 
machine room and spent a year in the sorting room, 
learning to grade and sort stock that he might have a 
practical knowledge and experience in all the branches. 

After leaving the Eau Claire Pulp and Paper Company 
Mr. Simpson was with the Badger Paper Company at 
Kaukauna, Wis., for a short time, and then in 1886 went 
to Ohio, where he was employed during a period of four 
years by the Beckett Paper Company, Hamilton; the 
Valley Paper Company and Ohio Paper Company, Mia- 
misburg and the Geo H. Friend Paper and Tablet Com- 
pany, West Carrollton, respectively. 

In 1890 he removed to Otsego, Mich., and entered the 
employ of the Bardeen Paper Company as machine tender, 
and in 1895 was made superintendent of Mill No. 1, and 
later of all the three mills of the company. He held this 
position till 1899, when he resigned and went to Floriston, 
Cal., where he superintended the constriction of a mill for 
the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company, and then was made 
superintendent of the plant. He remained with the Floris- 
ton people one year, returning to Otsego January 1, Igor, 
and was then made general superfitendent of the mills 
of the Bardeen Paper Company, the position he now holds. 

Mr. Simpson is an energetic worker, and for the last 
eighteen months he has been greatly interested in a line of 
experiments by which blotting paper can be profitably pro- 
duced from refuse cottonseed and has succeeded most ad- 
mirably in his efforts. He was assisted by George E. Bar- 
deen, president of the Bardeen Paper Company, and M. B. 
Allbright, of the Allbright-Nell Company, Chicago. As a 
result of their combined efforts they are now producing a 
very superior quality of blotting paper.

The Logs in Northern New York Are Being Brought Down 
and Prospects Are Good—The Canada 
Drives Are Well in Hand.

(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Watertown, N. Y., May 9, 1904.—The log and pulp 
wood drives on Northern New York streams are on their 
way and at this time the prospects are good for their reach- 
ing the larger streams before low water overtakes them. 
There has been a large cut of timber on the northern Adi- 
rondack watershed, notwithstanding the severity of the 
past winter, and the pulp mills, as well as the saw mills, 
will be well supplied if the drives get through. The Car- 
thage Lumber Company has a larger quantity of timber 
in the streams this year than ever.

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LOSSES ON THE MACHINE. 


Losses of Pulp During the Formation of the Web and How 
‘ Many of Those Losses Are 
Increased. 


Losses during the manufacture of paper are‘not confined 
to ground wood, sulphite or other fibres, but they appear 
likewise in any additional material and colors, says the 
Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation. We observe notably 
two sources: 

1. The loss in weight owing to the admitted dry con- 
tents of raw stuff, and, 

2. Losses arising during the process of manufacture. 
The loss in weight arises through the difference in the 
weight of paper or pulp stock, and in the resulting dry con- 
tents of the finished sheet. 

Paper pulp, ground wood or sulphite may contain an al- 
lowable percentage of humidity (about 12 per cent.). The 
ready made paper on delivery contains from 3 to not ex- 
ceeding 12 per cent. of dampness—there appears conse- 
quently a reduction of 4 per cent. and more of material. 
In the making of board, where a greater percentage of 
humidity is allowable, this loss may be unimportant, but 
otherwise there is no remedy regarding these losses in 
weight owing to existing rules in the allowance of humid- 
ity in so called dry stock. 

However, of greater consequence are the losses in stuff 
arising during the process of manufacture. Before the 
stuff reaches the machine the leading channels, the screen 
and float box have to be filled with stuff in the state of 
liquidity as required to run on the wire, and this amount 
of stuff is going to waste entirely or in part when the ma- 
chine stops. These losses increase in proportion with the 
number of stoppages of the machine for the purpose of 
cleaning or for changing stock or color. Another loss 
arises in the couches and wet presses at the starting and 
stopping of the machine during the time required to trans- 
mit the web from the wire to the wet press. 

In order to regain the aforesaid losses a first class pulp 
saver is required. However, this saving has the disad- 
vantage of being more or less unclean, and consequently 
unfit to be directly returned, and it should only be used 
in the making of inferior grades. 

The most important losses are those caused during the 
formation of the web on the wire, on the felt and presses 
and through the drying process; also those caused by de- 
ficiencies in the machinery, by replacing of wire and felts, 
and finally through occasional carelessness of the attend- 
ants. 

Among losses during the preparing of pulp for forming 
the web we mention: : 

1. Losses in the strainer when the stuff is not properly 
beaten or rather when the screen plates do not correspond 
with the dimensions of beaten fibres; also when the screen 
is overloaded. 

2. Losses during dessication of the pulp on the wire; 
the thinner the sheet the greater the loss in fine fibres on 
the wire meshes. In forming thicker web the waste is 
smaller in proportion to the producing quantity, because 
the web forms a constantly increasing sort of filter, allow- 
ing the water to escape while retaining the small fibres, 
although there still remains a loss. The trouble continues 
in the emptying of the suction boxes by the mechanical 
suction of the water from the web and wire and so on 
during the pressing on the couchers; the waste is further- 
more observable in the sticking of the fibres in the wire 
meshes and on the felts, where they are removed by the 
squirting of water. In the latter cases the waste in the 
thin sheet exceeds that in the heavier kind, owing to the 
increased surface of web in contact with wire and felts. 

Although the losses in fibres sticking to wire and felts 
are considerably reducible whenever the stuff is properly 
refined into a condition required for perfect felting, yet 
they are of sufficient importance to demand a reconsidera- 
tion regarding their reduction in the most practicable 
manner. 

3. Losses by edge runner broke may occur when some 
stuff gets on the deckle strap or when the latter 
shows uneven parts whereby some fibres could slip be- 
tween wire and strap; also when the straps have rough 
edges and when these edges are in contact with the edge 
of the web they will take off some fibres that are finally 
washed or squirted away. An excessive broad stream of 
water forced on the border will cause another waste, caus- 
ing the fibre to run off between wire and couch roll, al- 
very pressure 
against well beaten fibres will tend to rejoin the same with 
the felt

through pressure, and.there also are losses of smaller con- 
sequence ‘in the best beaten stock 

The poorer the quality of the applied stuff the thinner 
the produced sheet; the larger the percentage of filling or 


loading matter, the larger in proportion are the losses sus- 
tained in fibres and additions. In order to reduce the 
lapses on the machine it is, in the first place, necessary to 
pay careful attention to the beating process, although noth- 
ing more than a diminution is achievable, because the 
losses caused by suction boxes and the wire, by couchers, 
presses and by fibres sticking in various places are simply 
unavoidable. 

According to old usages these stuffs are principally re- 
captured as well as may be in a save-all apparatus, in 
which everything gathered in the offwater can be collected. 
But the water that has been in contact with all parts of 
the machine will accumulate in these catchers, and thus it 
is evident that the saved liquid could not have preserved 
its original cleanliness, and consequently the same should 
not be returned into the same paper quality from which it has 
seceded and degenerated. This uncleanliness is also caused 
by turning the water into the pulp saver during the cleansing 
of the machine, during stoppage for the purpose of chang- 
ing pulp or coloring matter, and it also happens that the 
settling, sizing and filling materials may ferment within a 
few days and thereby cause the total saving to assume a 
dark coloration. The direct reapplication of these savings 
will inevitably cause a certain injury to the paper, an in- 
creased amount of foaming and a settling of impurities on 
wire and felts, thereby producing the necessity of a repeated 
cleaning operation and consequent wear and tear of the 
machine. The older the saved stuff the. more hurtful it is. 

During many years the use of the liquid and stuff run- 
ning from the machine for the making of the same quality 
has been a constant object, for that is the most practicable 
way to avoid loss of stuff. This saving has been practiced 
ever since the machines existed; the loss of stuff is reduced 
and the regained fine fibres tend to improve the felting qual- 
ity of the sheet; improperly constructed pulp savers have, 
however, shown great disadvantages, produced by the set- 
tling of stuff that would soon assume a darker shade; also 
by the causing of increased foaming, the sticking of slime 
in wires and wet felts and consequent disturbances, and all 
these mischief makers have materially reduced the value 
of the saved stuff. 

A patent stuff water purifier furnishes proof that the 
saved water and pulp may be reapplied to the production 
of the finest qualities, and many improved arrangements 
of this nature are in use in mills producing the highest 
grades. These consist in many single but combined apart- 
ments, each serving a separate purpose, the main object be- 
ing the purification of the water; in some parts the 
rapid settling of the fibres and their return on the ma- 
chine is perfected, and yet a remnant of the water runs 
into vessels in which the finest fibres will settle, and whence 
they return to the web in the water used for emptying the 
beater. In this manner the losses are reduced in the most 
practical way, especially owing to the cleaning of the water, 
and I have found, and many paper makers confirm this, that 
by the use of purified water the quality of paper improves, 
the foaming is prevented, and wires and felts remain 
clean, consequently there are fewer stoppages with attend- 
ing loss on the machine. A special advantage is gained in 
a part of the arrangement where the water is allowed to 
rest perfectly undisturbed before entering the space ia 
which foamy and fatty matter separate on top, while the 
pulp exists below. 


Trade Journal Advertising. 


Mr. James H. Collins, writing in Printers’ Ink for 
May 4, has some very suggestive remarks to make on 
advertising in trade journals.

A manufacturer who buys space in a live trade journal, 
and takes the pains to keep it filled with live copy, believes 
that he is advertising for just one purpose—results. 

“Why, certainly,” he would say, “results are what count 
—orders and the money and a good profit. What are we 


* here for, anyway?” 


The advertising department of the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, the New York technical weekly, believes 
otherwise. 

“Over here we tell our advertisers not to expect re- 
sults,” said John M. Bruce, advertising manager of the 
publication. “The Engineering and Mining Journal goes 
to mining engineers, superintendents and foremen work- 
ing actively in the field, and they read the paper to keep 
abreast with improvements, new methods and the latest 
machinery. Our journal will bring direct orders, but we 
count them the small game of trade journal advertising. 
The big game is publicity—advertising to make a manu- 
facturer and his products so well known that when the 
mining engineer thinks of belt cOnveyors he will think of 
Blank; or of metal screens, of Blank; or of leather 
belting, of Blank. The trade journal ad that aims at 
nothing more than immediate orders interests that very 
small fraction of readers who are contemplating purchases. 
But the advertising built for general publicity impresses 
every reader, and when purchases are made a year later, or 
five years later, the advertiser is still a factor to be reck- 
oned with.” 
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Speed Meter for Paper Machine. 


This instrument, introduced on the greater number «| 
paper machines, serves to ascertain the time in which t| 
web is formed, but can also be applied for controlling t! 
making of normal papers and any other class in which 
certain tearing strength must be obtained, says t! 
Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation. Aside from the pr: 
paring of the stuff the proper treatment of such paper 
the drying process is of essential influence. The run of the 
web over the drying cylinders must, of course, be uni: 
paired, and the stretch must be moderate in order to pr: 
vent any loss in strength, caused by loosening of the fibres 

By the use of the speed meter it is an easy matter to 
determine the stretching sustained in a certain length of 
the web. Bring the instrument into contact with a roll of 
the last press, where the run leaves the wet part during a 
certain time, say three minutes, and you ascertain the exact 
length traversed by the web during three minutes over th: 
machine, supposedly 153 metres. Now repeat the sani 
process on the end roll, where you will certainly observe a 
lengthened surface, presumably 156 metres, during the same 
time. A web 153 metres in length has thus_ becom 
stretched 3 metres onthe drying part. The more this dii 
ference may be reduced the more the web will gain 
tensile strength. A measuring during from four to fiy: 
minutes will give more exact figures, but three minutes ar« 
sufficient.

In Dayton the waterway has been condemned, and _ its 
conversion into a park and storm sewer combined is a: 
early probability. Hydraulics have- not entirely outlived 
their usefulness throughout the valley, and many will sti! 
be used for water power purposes. M. V

Census Bureau Makes a Preliminary Report on the Mining 
Industry of the United States 
for 1902. 


Wasuincton, D. C., May 9, 1904—The Cehsus Bureau 
has completed a preliminary report upon the mining indus- 
try of the United States for the calendar year 1902. Spe- 
cial care has been taken to avoid as far as possible any du- 
plication of the figures gathered by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey for its annual reports upon the resources of 
the country, and the efforts of the bureau officials have been 
directed to securing data of a strictly commercial charac- 
ter showing the number of mines or quarries, the capital 
invested therein, the number of employees and wages paid, 
as the quantity and value of the output. In the 
items of amount and value of product the statistics pre-

SULPHUR AND PYRITE. 


A small quantity of crude sulphur is used in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid, but most of this acid is made 
from the mineral pyrite. The statistics for the sulphur and 
the pyrite industries have been united in order not to dis- 
close the operations of one of the companies engaged in 
producing sulphur. Sulphur first appeared in census sta- 
tistics at the census of 1860, when three establishments were 
reported with products valued at $133,264; two of these 
were in New York and one was in New Jersey. At the 
census of 1880 the production of sulphur was reported in 
the statistics of manufactures under the chemical industry. 
The value of products shown was $21,000, and the estab- 
lishments reporting were all situated in Nevada. At the 
Eleventh Census two mines were reported, one each in 
Nevada and Utah, the total output being 1,150 short tons 
of ore, producing 450 short tons of sulphur, valued at 
$7,850. Statistics for pyrite first appeared at the census of 
1880. One mine was reported in New York producing 
2,240 short tons, valued at $5,000. At the Eleventh Census

the number of mines was not given, but the value of prod- 
ucts was stated to be $202,119, and the quantity mined as 
104,950 short tons. The mines were located in Massachu- 
setts and Virginia. The statistics for the sulphur and py- 
rite industry for 1902 are summarized as follows: Number 
of mines or quarries, 23; number of operators, 18; salaried 
officials, clerks, &c., 54; salaries, $49,890; wage earners, 970; 
wages, $398,870; contract work, $3,587; miscellaneous ex- 
penses, $39,118; cost of supplies and materials, $217,262; 
product, long tons, 207,874; value, $947,080. 

Part of the product shown is refined and ground. The 
pyrite is used principally in the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid and the quantity given is as mined. There were 
eight mines in Alabama, Colorado, Ohio, Utah and Vir- 
ginia reported idle during 1902, and one in Texas, at which 
development work was reported. 

TALC AND SOAPSTONE. 


Included in the statistics for talc and soapstone is a small 
production of serpentine, and all of the pyrophyllite, mined 
and used for the same purposes as ‘talc. The name talc 
has been used commonly and yet erroneously for a num- 
ber of minerals similar to it in physical properties, but 
mineralogically distinct. The fibrous and foliated varieties, 
which are the purer forms, are commercially known as talc, 
while the other material, called soapstone, is a somewhat 
variable, massive rock in which tale is the principal con- 
stituent. The foliated talc is the most valuable, being pure 
and very free from grit, so it can be used in the manufac- 
ture of talcum powders, &c. Most of the fibrous talc is 
obtained from New York, and is used almost exclusively 
in the manufacture of paper. At the census of 1860, 6 es- 
tablishmefhts were shown with a total value of products of 
$27,600; 4 of these were in Massachusetts and 2 in Penn- 
sylvania. In 1870 che number of establishments had in- 
creased to 9, and the products were valued at $189,115. 
Five of these were in Massachusetts, 1 in Pennsylvania, 
1 in Maryland and 2 in Vermont. In 1880 14 mines were 
reported, producing 12,651 tons, valued at $121,305. Of 
these mines 3 each were located in New York and Ver- 
mont, 2 each in Georgia, North Carolina and Pennsylvania 
and 1 each in Maryland and New Hampshire. At the 
Eleventh Census neither the number of mines nor estab- 
lishments was given. The value of products was reported 
as $475,878, and the quantity as 36,461 tons. The produc- 
tion of tale and soapstone in 1902 was from California, 
Georgia, Maryland, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania and Virginia, and the sta- 
tistics for the industry for this year are summarized as 
follows: Number of mines or quarries, 20; number of 
operators, 20; salaried officials, clerks, &c., 75; salaries, 
$63,713; wage earners, 771; wages, $270,083; miscellaneous 
expenses, $80,136; cost of supplies and materials, $125,932; 
product, short tons, 97, 563; value, $1,138,167.

Evidence of this is said to be 
found in the fact that a few Manila mills have changed 
off within the past few weeks and are now making News 
paper. No. 2 Manilas are reported scarce. Fibre papers 
are in fair demand at the old prices. Tissues remain un- 
changed, the demand still holding up remarkably well. 
Bag papers are in rather poor demand, at comparatively 
low prices. Butchers’ Manila is reported firm at 1.85@1.95¢. 
Side Runs are scarce at about 2.15c. News continues just 
about as strong as it has been for months, notwithstanding 
the fact that the production of News has been increased by 
the change of the Manila mills referred to above. The 
price on News is said to range from 2.40@2%c. Some of 
the large News manufacturing companies continue to re- 
port that they are not as yet able to accept any new busi- 
ness at any price. Others report that they can make de- 
liveries inside of a month, but not earlier. In Book papers 
the market is still quite firm, according to the statements 
of the manufacturers. Some of the smaller Book mills, 
while not in pressing need of orders, are now said to be 
filling orders promptly. This fact is partly responsible for 
the opinion that Book papers were a little “mellow.” If 
this is so there is no indication of it in the quotations. 
Both Super and Machine Finished Book are in steady, but 
not active demand. Writings are reported as being in fair- 
ly good demand, with all the mills running full. The 
volume of new business, however, is said to indicate a 
lessened demand.» Box Boards are in better demand this 
week, still the market in them is by no means active.

China Clay Dull. 


The market presents a dull and listless appearance and 
the decided, firm tendency to prices has gradually disap- 
peared during the past two weeks, owing to the absence of 
demand and fair arrivals of supplies, which had been 
previously purchased under contracts, says the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter. Prices, however, have undergone no 
quotable change, but the tendency is somewhat weak. Much 
dissatisfaction has been manifested by importers regarding 
the order sent out by the General Appraisers that it was 
compulsory to have 10 per cent. of the lots of imported 
clay sent to the appraisers’ stores for inspection. As this 
would entail a heavy expense and annoyance to importers, 
the latter at once communicated with the authorities at 
Washington, and ventilated their grievances, with an urgent 
appeal to have the order rescinded. The numerous appeals 
sent bore fruit and, according to reports, messages have 
been received stating that the order has been withdrawn 
and that the goods would be examined on the dock as 
heretofore.
